‘Not Guilty’ Pleads Suspect 
In ‘Bandana Bandit’ Hearing

Death claimed a 16-year-old youth in Hie flaming 
wreckage of a Fairless Hills fire yesterday afternoon. 
Joseph .McHenry died when fumes from a gas leak 
knocked him unconscious and a subsequent explosion 
burned the house at 215 Guilford Road. 
A young friend, Fred Davis, 16, of 281 Guilford 
Road, escaped with his life seconds before the flames 
chewed the plywood building valued at $12,000, to 
ashes.

Davis is in “fair” condition at Lower Bucks County 
with second-degree burns. 
“Oh my God, it s a boy's body,” an anguished fire­ 
man shouted as the lads charred frame was found 
shortly before 5 p.m.
